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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Applicant's arguments are not convincing. 
The Applicant contends that the Bobin reference does not teach pointer processing required by claims 1 and 17 because the reference 
discloses that the invention can be implemented in a cross-bar switch, which the Applicant further contends does not perfrom pointer 
processing . Even if, in arguendo, the Applicant is correct , Bobin discloses that a cross-bar switch is just one embodiment of his 
invention and that other embodiments, such as those supporting standard SONET transfer rates including STS-1 ; OC-3; OC-12; OC-48; 
OC-192, etc., are possible (para. 18). And since SONET standard supports pointer processing, the limitation of "modifying at least one 
sub-stream to emulate a conventional STS concatenation with sufficient accuracy to enable successful pointer processing through a shelf 
in claim 1 and similarly in claim 17, is taught by Bobin. It is noted that the Examiner interprets the phrase "with sufficient accuracy" 
broadly since there is no indication of what constitutes "sufficient" other than "to enable successful pointer processing." Again, the word 
"successful" is intrepreted broadly since what's considered "succesful" is subjective. 
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
